SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The untitled magazine pages are classified as: 

Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who 
have attained the age of 18 years. 

The four printed pages, in A4 size, appear to have been removed from a magazine 
produced by, and for, adherents of the nudist lifestyle. The pages consist of a full- 
colour double-page spread which features a photo-portrait of a nude young woman, 
with the reverse side taken up by two full-page photographs, printed in black and 
white, which depict men and children in ‘holiday snapshot’ style. These photographs, 
small advertisements for New Zealand nudist venues and an order form for a nudist 
publication, provide some context for the centrefold portrait. However, the nature of 
the centrefold as a ‘pin-up’ for display, and the camera focus on the young woman’s 
attractive body and exposed sexual characteristics, give the depiction a sexually 
titillating quality. In the opinion of the Classification Office, the availability of the 
magazine pages to children and young people would be likely to be injurious to the 
public good. 

The rights and freedoms contained in si 4 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 
(NZBR Act) have been considered. The classification given the publication is regarded 
as a reasonable limit on the availability of the magazine pages, given the likelihood of 
injury arising from the availability of the publication to young readers or viewers, 
especially children. The restriction imposed is designed to prevent this injury. 
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
